WHEELIE bins could have been 
given to all residents in East 
Cambridgeshire three years ago, 
the Weekly News can reveal. 

Waste chiefs at Cambridgeshire 
County Council (CCC) offered East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
“hundreds of thousands of pounds” in 
2008 to try to improve the district’s 
poor recycling figures. 

The money could have been used to buy 
wheelie bins - something which, for years, 
frustrated residents have been asking for and 
they insist will boost recycling. 

But ECDC bosses refused the offer, insisting 
the cost of changing the current waste 
collection contract would have been more 
expensive. 

However, leader of East Cambridgeshire 
Liberal Democrats, Cllr Ian Allen, insists that 
refusing the cash was a “missed opportunity”. 

Cllr Allen said: “I know for a fact that 
county council money has been available to 
introduce wheelie bins for a long while now. 

“For years, residents have been asking for 
them yet still we are years behind the majority 
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of other authorities and we still have not got 
them. It’s ridiculous and is a real missed 
opportunity.” 

The recycling rate in East Cambridgeshire 
is currently 37 per cent - the lowest in the East 
of England. 

The authority hopes that a new indoor 
recycling centre being built in Witchford will 
boost recycling in the district but Cllr Allen, 
like many residents, insist wheelie bins need 
introducing. 

Cllr Allen said: “It is common knowledge 
that our recycling figures are appalling and we 
don’t seem to be doing anything to improve 
them. I think the message is loud and clear - 
East Cambs needs wheelie bins now.” 

ECDC is taking part in a waste and 
recycling review, which it insists will identify 
how improvements can be made. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman of the 
council’s community and environment sub¬ 
committee, said: “The county council 
generously offered us funds to help the

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Bishop reflects on a 
summer of turmoil 


A SERVICE was held at Ely 
Cathedral on Sunday to 
celebrate the 650th anniversary 
of lay magistracy. 

The Bishop of Ely the Rt Rev 
Stephen Conway reflected on 
the implications of the summer 
riots in many parts of England 
at the 2011 Legal Service. 

He suggested that it was 
possible to “prevent anti-social 
activity by building the right 
kind of partnerships across 
every community, taking 
everyone seriously as adults or 
children, even when they have 
stepped beyond what is 
acceptable and good”. 

Bishop Stephen told his 
congregation: “Every society 
lives with the fact that there are 


some people who behave in a 
sociopathic way, who do not 
believe that the usual 
expectations of the community 
apply to them. 

“Others are so completely 
alienated and angry that they 
want their own back on society. 

“Others, for whatever reason, 
live in such chaos that law and 
boundaries are irrelevant to 
them, as much to their own 
harm as the harm to the 
property or wellbeing of others. 

"Magistrates are among those 
who demonstrate how to turn 
consent into adult partici¬ 
pation." 

Many representatives of the 
legal profession were present 
for the service.

A POET from Cambridgeshire is travelling 
to Iran this week to share his talents at 
an international convention. 

Tony Bowland, from Ely, has been 
invited on the trip by the Ministry of 
Culture in Iran and has described it as a

Mr Bowland, 56, a former drama 
teacher at Ely College, has been writing 
poetry since a young boy and has had 
some of his work published in the past. 

But he says travelling to Iran has 
always been one of his biggest 
ambitions. 

Mr Bowland, of High Barns, said: “This 
is a dream come true for me. Not only 
does poetry play a major part in my life 
but I have always wanted to travel to 
Iran. 

“To be able to combine those is just 
amazing. The majority of my poems are 
inspired by the Fens and its beautiful 
landscape and skies. 

“I can’t wait to share them at the 
convention.” 

The intervention, which is being held 
in Tehran and Shiraz, is being sponsored 
by the Ministry of Culture in Iran, which 
is also paying for Mr Bowland’s trip. 

He is one of about 40 poets from 
across the world travelling out to the 
Middle Eastern country today. 

Mr Bowland, who expects to be out in 
Iran for two weeks, said: “Sadly, 90 per 
cent of the news which comes from Iran 
is negative. What I feel is particularly 
impressive is the genuine commitment to 
internationalism the Ministry of Culture 
there has shown.”

Care firm is 
rapped by 
inspectors 


A COMPANY which provides 
care for elderly and vulnerable 
people has been issued a formal 
warning by the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC). 

Angel Care, a domiciliary care agency 
based in Ely, is failing to protect the 
safety and welfare of the residents it 
serves, according to the commission. 

The independent regulator of all 
health and adult social care in England 
has written to the company and urged its 
owner, Lisa Dews, to make urgent 
improvements. If they are not made, the 
CQC will take further action, which 
could include legal action. 

The warning follows a visit by ins¬ 
pectors to the care agency, based at 
Grovemere House, at the Lancaster Way 
Business Park, on August 23. 

They were following up concerns 
which CQC had said must be addressed 
at the time of a previous inspection. 

Inspectors say the company, which 
employs 50 care staff and caters for 
almost 250 clients, is failing to respond 
to a previously-raised safeguarding 
concern, which relates to healthcare. 

The CQC also insists the firm has not 
‘ensured that the risk of harm or injury 
to people using the service had been 
assessed and measures to protect people 
from further harm were not in place’. 

Inspectors added: “There were gaps in 
the safeguarding training for staff and a 
safeguarding policy drawn up by the 
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agency was not being followed.” 

Frances Carey, regional director of 
CQC in the East of England, said: “This 
warning sends a clear and public 
message that the owner of Angel Care 
needs to address this issue as a matter of 
urgency or face serious consequences. 

“Our inspectors will return in the near 
future and if we find that the required 
progress is not made we won’t hesitate to 
use our legal powers to protect the 
people who use this service.” 

Angel Care is contracted by social 
services. 

Miss Dews, owner of Angel Care, said: 
“We have listened to the CQC's 
recommendations and have co-operated 
very fully both with themselves and 
Cambridgeshire County Council. 

“I have now revised Angel Care’s 
written safeguarding policy so as to 
contain all matters that the county 
council include within their own policy 
and recommend as best practice. 

“My staff are now receiving renewed 
training and I have tightened up 
procedures so as to ensure that our staff 
understand that attendance on such 
courses are mandatory 

“I would like to make it clear that 
service users of Angel Care are entirely 
safe in our hands.”

Court victory for furniture store owner 


THE owner of a furniture store 
accused of breaching planning 
rules has been cleared by 
magistrates. 

Stephen Layn, boss of The 
Home, in Littleport, was 
accused of non-compliance of 
an enforcement notice served 
in July 2009. 

The notice had been served 
by East Cambrideshire District 
Council officers just days after 
he opened up on the Saxon 
Business Park. 

They said Mr Layn had 
planning permission to 
manufacture furniture and 
deliver products from the 
premises - but that he was not 


allowed to sell goods at the 
store. 

Mr Layn lodged an appeal 
with the Secretary of State, 
which resulted in a week-long 
hearing advising the council to 
take legal action against him. 

But he was found not guilty 
of breaching the notice by 
Cambridge Magistrates last 
Friday. 

Speaking to the Weekly 
News, Mr Layn said: “Although 
I am delighted with the 
outcome of this matter, I am 
greatly saddened that a 
council purporting to serve the 
community has on this 
occasion failed miserably. 


“The magistrates high¬ 
lighted a particular failing of 
the council and that was their 
willingness to engage to 
resolve the grievance they felt 
they had against my business. 

“On no less than 13 
occasions my planning and 
legal team requested face-to- 
face meetings to resolve this 
matter, only to be refused 
every time. 

“The Home has had its 
operations severely affected 
while this action has been 
ongoing but, thankfully, now 
the business will be able to 
forge ahead.” 

However, Mr Layn was 


found guilty of displaying 
adverts without the required 
consent and was fined £750. 
He must also pay ECDC costs 
of £350. 

Giles Hughes, ECDC’s head 
of planning, said: “We are very 
disappointed by this decision. 

“It ignores the judgement 
taken by the planning ins¬ 
pector last year following a 
week-long planning appeal, as 
well as the original decision 
taken by the planning 
committee.” 

He added: “We will now look 
at the options available to us 
to decide whether to take this 
matter any further.” 


Ex-girlfriend harassed 


A MAN has promised to stay 
away from Ely after being 
sentenced for harassing his 
ex- girlfriend in the city. 

David Griffin, 42, found it 
difficult to accept that his 
relationship with Molly 
Brown was over and sent her 
cards and letters, repeatedly 
called her, and went round to 
her house and place of work, 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
heard on Monday. 

Jacqui Appleton, mitig¬ 


ating, said Griffin, of High 
Street, Peterborough, had 
acted as he did simply 
because he still loved Miss 
Brown and wanted a second 
chance. 

The court placed a res¬ 
training order on Griffin 
which means he may not go 
to Miss Brown’s address in 
Prickwillow Road, Ely. 

Griffin said: “I can do better 
than that - I promise to stay 
away from Ely completely.”

district to improve its recycling 
rate in 2008.

“ECDC is well aware that we 
need to improve our recycling 
rates and during the review of 
our waste, recycling and street 
cleansing service we are looking 
at all options to achieve this, 
and the county council have 
confirmed that they will help us 
in the future to reach this goal.”

The Most Courageous Child 
Award, named in honour of Liam 
Fairhurst who raised thousands 
of pounds for CLIC Sargent 
before losing his fight against 
cancer in 2009, was presented to 
16-year-old Callum Brown, from 
Haddenham in Ely. 

Callum has been battling a 
rare brain tumour since 2008 and 
having been through extensive 
surgery, aggressive chemo¬ 
therapy and radiotherapy still 
remarkably managed to achieve 
five Bs in his GCSEs.

Rail station bids to build cycle hub 


COMMUTERS are being 
offered free bike repairs 
and safety checks at Ely 
railway station. 

The project has been 
launched to boost 
cycling in the district. 

The scheme is a trial 
for what could become a 
permanent ‘cycle hub’ 
facility at the station 
offering bike repairs and 
maybe even cycle hire 
with bikes and access¬ 
ories for sale. 

On Tuesday, October 
11 and October 18, 
commuters will be able 


to leave their bicycles 
from 7am, make their 
onward journey, and 
then collect them when 
they return to Ely before 
7pm. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, 
leader of East Cambrid¬ 
geshire District Council 
(ECDC), said: “Ely is 
perfectly designed for 
cycling in many ways as 
you can cross the city in 
less than 15 minutes. 

“We hope this trial will 
encourage more people 
to use their bikes more.” 

The Cycle Hub project 


is a partnership involving 
National Express East 
Anglia, ECDC, Sustrans 
and Cambridgeshire 
County Council. 

The county council is 
funding the trial through 
its Bike Friendly Cities, a 
European-funded pro¬ 
gramme which seeks to 
deliver low-cost inno¬ 
vative solutions in 
encouraging cycling 
levels to grow.

A FAMILY have been 
forced to move out of 
their home following a 
ferocious fire.

“They managed to get out 
and then a couple of us ran 
into the back garden to

rescue their two dogs. It was 
pretty scary.” 

A spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service said the fire started 
accidentally. 

The spokesman added: 
“The family have had to 
move out as the house is 
pretty badly damaged. 

“The ground floor was just 
badly smoke-logged. 

“The first floor has 
suffered extensive damage 
right the way through to the 
roof.”

Spending should 
reap benefits 

Sir, let this serve as a lesson to all 
parishioners to not always be 
trusting when it comes to handing 
over hard-earned cash through the 
council tax collection regime. 

It became clear earlier this year that 
Sutton Parish Council spending has 
been way out of tune with associated 
benefits these costs should deliver to 
the community which has been the 
status quo for quite some years. 
Despite efforts from a number of 
residents, it has been almost 
impossible to lift the remaining 
covers on the core of the financial 
management of the council but we 
may now finally see a breakthrough. 
The external auditors have received 
an objection to the accounts for 
2010/11 from a member of the 
public, a period which only covers 12 
months of the travesty of the 
financial situation in which the 
parish council now finds itself. The 
objection cites very poor 
management of public funds with 
the council having a duty to protect 
the funds from fraud, bad debts and 
carelessness. If you lose over £90k in 
two years you would think you would 
notice it? Parishioners certainly did - 
they ended up paying a near on 28% 
increase in precept for 2011 /12 - 
without anything to show for the 
increase, just further deficit. 

The state of the finances are such 
that the council is having to look at 
every aspect of its spend. If recent 
voting on what to cut is a measure, it 
never seems to surprise that cost 
cutting is done from bottom up 
rather than top down, which will 
mean, unless the decision is 
overturned, local residents having to 
come to the aid of paying for rent 
and grass cutting of a mere £800 per 
year out of their own pockets to 
secure the continued use of 
recreational land which is enjoyed by 
many. 

So, in the face of saving £800 to 
ensure funds for grass cutting of 
football pitches to the tune of what 
looks like £2,500 and administration 
cost of running the council of 
£80,000 are retained - does that 
really make sense? Administration 
cost in any organisation is an 
overhead; it doesn’t deliver tangible 
benefits, so why not start reviewing 
cost-cutting where the big ticket 
spend sits? On top of that, with the 
main losses having been caused 
through the community and youth 
development team, which for 
2011/12 alone sees a loss of £37,000, 
the council endorses a further 
£12,000 to be spent on the same loss¬ 
making process for provision of 
similar services - does that sound as 
if the financial management stacks 
up? 

It should be expected that the 
outcome from the external auditors’ 
subsequent public interest report 
will give clarity, but unless there are 
significant changes in how the parish 
council is managed, audited and 
controlled, it gives little comfort to 
tax-payers that money paid will be 
spent wisely and on areas that 
deliver value to the community. 
Respect to the new councillors who 
joined in August of this year and who 
have a daunting task ahead to break 
the spells of the old regime, which 
still prevails.

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Shops warned over 
unauthorised signs 


SHOPKEEPERS and busi¬ 
ness owners are being 
urged to think twice before 
they change the front of 
their premises. 

The warning conies from 
planning chiefs at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council. 

The authority says it has been 
forced to take action after 
companies in the Ely area 
changed their shop fronts without 
planning permission in 
conservation areas. 

They include a pub restaurant 
in Ely which put up inappropriate 
signage, a shop in Ely which had 
unauthorised illuminated signage 
and a restaurant in Soham where 
an unauthorised sign was put on a 
listed building. 

The council also had to take 
action against a restaurant in 
Bottisham which changed its shop 
front and an incident in Burwell

where again unauthorised illum¬ 
inated signs were installed. 

In each of these cases, the 
owner of the building either had to 
seek retrospective planning 
permission, remove the work they 
had done or submit new plans to 
the council. 

Giles Hughes, head of planning 
and sustainable development at 
the council, said: “Over the last 
few months we have seen an 
increasing number of cases where 
shop fronts have been changed or 
radically altered without coming 
to the council for planning 
consent. 

“In some cases this has been a 
genuine mistake but in other cases 
there has been the perception that 
it is something we will turn a blind 
eye. This is simply not the case as 
more and more members of the 


public get in touch with us about 
unauthorised work. 

“By avoiding going through the 
proper channels it only ends 
costing businesses money.” 

The council says all incidents 
could have been avoided if the 
businesses had approached the 
conservation officer or the 
planning team ahead of any work 
being carried out. 

Mr Hughes said: “The planning 
team and the conservation officer 
are there to help anyone who 
plans to alter their shop front. 

“In the vast majority of cases if 
they had been consulted before 
work had been done, they could 
have advised what was or wasn’t 
legal. 

“So, if you are planning to 
making any changes to the front of 
your shop or business, please 
come and talk to us first.”

“It might sound drastic but we want 
them to realise what the consequences 
are. We’re also sending out regular emails 
and there are warnings and information 
in our monthly newsletters.” 

He said that the company had 
previously bought a breathalyser and 
carried out spot-check breath tests on 
employees. 

Large banners have also been put up 
at the site in Barway alerting employees 
- and passers-by - to the dangers of 
unsafe driving. 

Letters have also been sent to all 
residents in the village alerting them to 
the campaign. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary confirmed that PCSOs had 
visited the company to give advice and 
said the force is supporting the 
campaign.

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‘Unique’ deal could 
save former cinema

A COMMUNITY centre 
which could be forced to 
close its doors next summer 
is being given a possible 
lifeline. 

The Regal Community Centre in 
Littleport is tied into a 10-year 
lease with property developer 
Buckingham and Sparrow, which 
ends next June. 

It is feared that when that lease 
ends, the developers will want to 
bulldoze the centre, in Hempfield 
Road, and build houses on the site. 

But the property developer has 
come up with a plan to save the 
centre - if housing officers at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
agree. 

Bosses at Buckingham and 
Sparrow have agreed to give the 
centre to the community for free if 
the district council ditches a 
requirement for them to build 
social housing on another one of 
their sites in the village, off Grange 
Lane. 

If approved, the deal would 
allow the centre, which is a former 
cinema and bingo hall currently 
home to five community groups, 
and used by more than 300 people 


each week, to remain open and for 
the groups to continue running. 

Littleport Parish Council says 
the opportunity is a “unique” one 
and has written to the district 
council asking them to seriously 
consider the deal. 

District and parish councillor 
Andy Wright said: “This centre is 
what we would describe as a 
proper community centre. 

“We have numerous groups 
using it and maintaining it, and 
people of all ages in the village use 
it. 

“It might look a bit tatty on the 
outside but inside it is smashing - 
they really have made the place a 
success. To lose it would be 
absolutely devastating.” 

He added: “Yes, social housing is 
important but so are community 
facilities. Littleport certainly has its 
fair share of social housing and 
what’s the point in having social 
housing if there are no community

facilities available for those living 
in them? 

“We hope the district council 
will see this in the same light as 
everyone else.” 

The centre, which is owned by 
the property developers, is also 
regularly used for private functions 
and has a large car park which is 
used to serve the village. 

Cllr Wright added: “Obviously if 
the lease ends and the centre 
remains open then the rent would 
be paid to the parish council. 

“The other advantage is that the 
district council would not have to 
seek alternative land to build a car 
park, something which would 
prove to be extremely difficult.” 

A spokesman for Buckingham 
and Sparrow confirmed the deal 
had been spoken about. 

A spokesman for East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
declined to comment until 
discussions had taken place.

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Woman tried 
to save her 
hanged partner 

A WOMAN tried to revive her 
partner after she found him 
hanged from a tree in their 
garden, an inquest heard. 

Samantha Palmer returned 
home with her daughter on July 
14 this year to find that her 
partner-of-five-years Alan White, 
55, had hanged himself outside 
their home in The Coates, 
Soham. 

On the instruction of 
paramedics, she gave him 
mouth-to-mouth but Mr White 
was already dead. 

An inquest into Mr White’s 
death was held by William 
Morris, coroner for North and 
East Cambridgeshire, last Friday. 

The inquest heard how tests 
showed Mr White had 360mg of 
alcohol in 100ml of blood at the 
time of his death. The legal limit 
for driving is 80mg. 

Recording a verdict that Mr 
White killed himself, Mr Morris 
said: “It was clear that Mr White, 
sadly, intended to take his own 
life.”

Scrapyard pair jailed 

Brothers and father admit breaching environmental laws

TWO brothers have been sent 
to prison and their father 
received a suspended sentence 
for running an illegal car 
scrapyard. 

David Loveridge, 49, of Plains Lane, 
Littleport, George Loveridge, 44, of 
Parsons Lane, Littleport, and John 
Smith, 78, who lives at the scrap site at 
Cophall Farm, in Little Downham, ran 
the yard as a family business for about 
40 years. 

David Loveridge was described by the 
prosecution as the “driving force” 
behind the illegal operation which kept 
and treated controlled waste without a 
management licence. 

The men did not have an 
environmental permit and kept vehicle 
waste in a manner that was likely to 
cause harm to the environment, 
animals and humans. 

In total there were 112 vehicles kept 
illegally on the site, Cambridge Crown 
Court heard. 

Between April 2006 and July 2010 the 
men sold scrap metal to dealers and 
sold vehicle parts to auctioneers, 
earning them a profit of at least 
£329,000. 

Mark Shelley, mitigating for all three 
men, said: “The site is surrounded by 
farm land and ditches all the way 
around it and so there was no actual

harm done to any land, animals or hu¬ 
mans. Anyone living in the area has 
never had any cause to worry.” 

The men, who were prosecuted by the 
Environment Agency, had previously 
pleaded guilty to five counts of failing to 
comply with the Environmental 
Protection Act. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth said: “Your 
business has been running for many 
years with no environmental permit, no 
licence for the site and you have made 
no effort to change this. 

“Your metaphorical two fingers have 
been firmly stuck up to the 
Environment Agency. 

“You have deliberately, repeatedly 
and persistently breached the law.” 

David, who has three previous con¬ 
victions for similar offences, was given 
a 15-month sentence, George will serve 
nine months and their father John was 
given 12 months suspended for two 
years.

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Council still waits 
for Its CCTV refund 


A PARISH council which is 
owed more than £700 by a 
national firm is still waiting 
for the money. 

Littleport Parish Council is 
owed £756 in total by Chubb Fire 
& Security Ltd - and was 
expecting a cheque at the end of 
August. 

For the past three years, the 
council has been paying the 
company a service contract for 
the CCTV camera which monitors 
the village’s historic Harley 
Davidson memorial statue. 

However, the authority recently 
discovered that there has been no 
contract in place - yet it has still 
been charged for the service. 

The bill to date is £756 - for 


which the parish council is 
demanding a refund. 

Lynda Clarke-Jones, clerk of the 
parish council, said: “There’s no 
row or argument over this - we’re 
just asking for the refund as 
obviously we’ve been paying for 
something that hasn’t benefited 
us. But we’re being shoved from 
pillar to post and we still haven’t 
had the money.” 

It is believed the contract was in 
place up until 2008 - when it was 
accidentally cancelled by Chubb. 

The parish council has been 
told that its contract was 
cancelled, instead of the contract 
Chubb had at the time with the 
district council in relation to The 
Makings, in Ely. 

The contract at The Makings 


should have been cancelled when 
it closed down in 2008 for a major 
refurbishment to get under way - 
but it is believed the parish 
council has been paying for that 
contract instead of the one for the 
memorial. 

The Makings has since re¬ 
opened under new management 
and has new CCTV contracts in 
place. 

Chubb has since admitted an 
error was made with the contract 
and speaking in August said the 
error was “being resolved to all 
parties’ satisfaction”. 

A spokeswoman for the 
company said: “We apologise to 
the parish council for the delay 
with the refund. The cheque 
should be with them shortly.”

Those who are breastfeeding, 
alcohol dependent or have 
sickle cell disease are more 
likely to be deficient. It’s not 
offered as a standard blood test 
but can be tested for if, for 
example, you have unexplained 
hair loss or taste disruption. 

Good sources: Eating cereals, 
she believes, is probably the 
best way to source zinc on a 
daily basis but other food such 
as beef, crab, cashews, beans, 
cheese and oysters contain it 
too. 

IRON 

“Iron deficiency is the most 
common deficiency worldwide. 
Women who have heavy 
periods, are pregnant or have a 
chronic illness have a greater 
demand for iron,” says Dr 
McKenna. 

“We need it to make 
haemoglobin, the ‘taxi’ which 
carries energy around the body. 
If you drink lots of tea be aware 
that it contains tannins - the 
things that stain your teeth - 
which interfere with iron 
absorption.” 

Symptoms of iron deficien¬ 
cy: Tiredness, lethargy, poor 
concentration, poor appetite, 
pale skin, dark circles under 
your eyes. 

Good sources: You can get 
iron in two ways - through diet 
or supplementation. It’s found 


in red meat, fortified cereals, 
white beans lentils, spinach, 
and bread. 

“If you take an iron supple¬ 
ment, start at half the recom¬ 
mended daily dose for the first 
few days to limit the potential 
side-effects of diarrhoea, 
constipation, vomiting, nausea 
and abdominal pain,” advises 
Dr McKenna. 

Taking it with vitamin C, 
such as a drink of fresh orange 
juice, aids absorption. 

MAGNESIUM 

“This has over 300 functions 
in the body,” says Dr McKenna. 
“It helps to keep the heart 
beating, the immune system 
functioning and the nerves, 
muscles and bones 
healthy. 

Symptoms of 

magnesium deficiency: 

It’s rare to see 
magnesium deficiency, 
but the symptoms would 
be nausea, vomiting, 
fatigue and weakness. 

“If you have Crohn’s 
disease, take water tablets, 
or are an alcoholic, you 
could need supplements. 
They’re also thought to help 
with pre-menstrual 
syndrome and migraine.” 

Good sources: Green 
vegetables, especially spin¬ 
ach, nuts such as almonds, 
wholemeal bread, and 
water all contain it, and the 
harder the tap water, the 
greater the magnesium level.

Christmas com£s 
early for Ricky

EastEnders' lovable loser - 
who would later prove a 
surprisingly good Strictly 
Come Dancing hoofer - 
tells JENNIFER SHELTON 
why he's looking forward 
finally to getting to know 
Cambridge, after eight 
years living on its doorstep 

I F it seems like Christmas 
comes round earlier 
every year, spare a 
thought for the cast of 
Season s Greetings , who 
have been getting into the 
festive spirit all year. 

One of only two Christmas- 
themed plays by modem master of 
observation Alan Ayckbourn, 
Season s Greetings invites us into 
the home of Belinda and Neville 
Hopcroft to enjoy a typical middle- 
class Christmas celebration. 

It’s not just a Christmas show but 
an exploration of family dynamics, 
complex relationships and hidden 
truths, wittily put to the ultimate 
test under the pressure of a close, 
claustrophobic social gathering. 

The all-star cast of this year’s 
revival includes Glynis Barber, who 
made her name with 80s action 
series Dempsey and Makepeace, 
followed by stints in both 



Emmerdale and EastEnders, 
Christopher Timothy - a TV icon 
thanks to his role as James Herriot 
in All Creatures Great and Small - 
and The Royal’s Denis Lill. 

One man who won’t have far to 
travel is Cambridgeshire’s own 
Ricky Groves who, after his nine- 
year stint as EastEnders’ lovably 
hapless Garry Hobbs, revealed an 
unexpected aptitude for ballroom 
dancing on Strictly Come Dancing 
two years ago. 

After many years of TV work, 
Groves is enjoying getting back 
onto the stage and in front of a live 
audience. “It’s really nice ’cause 
when you do TV you don’t really 


get any recognition - you might get 
the odd comment by the director 
but you’re not going to get a big 
round of applause every time they 
shout ‘cut! ’. I’d forgotten what that 
feels like.” 

Despite living in Cambridgeshire 
for the past eight years, Groves 
admits he doesn’t know Cambridge 
very well so will also be taking 
advantage of his stint at the Arts to 
get to know the city better. 

The actor shared his home in 
Great Staughton, near St Neots, 
with wife Hannah Waterman - who 
played Laura Beale in EastEnders - 
until their well-publicised split on 
New Year’s Day last year. A familiar 


face around the area - this summer, 
he staged The Ricky Groves Help 
for Heroes Golf Day in Abbotsley, 
which he hopes will become an 
annual event. 

Despite his successes, Groves 
admits that acting was “never a 
childhood dream”, and his route 
into the business was a less than 
conventional one. 

“I was a chef for many years but 
I got bored with that after a while. 
Then I started seeing a girl whose 
father was involved in a drama 
group. The next thing you know, 
it’s: ‘Can you help out, can you play 
an angry villager?’ Then one day 
your angry villager is given a line 
and you get bitten by it.” 

As well as his time on 
EastEnders, a particular highlight 
of his career, Groves enthuses, was 
his 10 weeks on Strictly in 2009. 

“It was one of the best 
experiences of my life. I’ve a 
wonderful memory of the show. It’s 
just about to start up again too, with 
a whole new load of victims. But 
lovely Erin [Boag, his former dance 
partner] is still in it so I’ll be 
backing her. I’m going to stay with 
her actually when we’re in 
Richmond, so it’ll be nice to catch 
up with her then.”

JOHN Madden directs a gripping 
film about three retired Mossad 
agents who come face to face 
with the spectres of the past. 

The Debt is a political thriller that 
cranks up the tension and 
elegantly conceals plot twists by 
cutting back and forth between 
events in 1966 and 1997. 

On the whole, Madden abides by 
convention but occasionally 
wrong-foots us, including a jaw- 
dropping shock in the opening 10 
minutes that sparks nagging 
doubts about the life expectacy of 
the lead characters. 

The casualties of war are high and 
star billing offers scant protection 
from an inglorious early exit. 

In Tel Aviv, 1997, Sarah Singer 
(Romi Aboulafia) proudly unveils a 
book about her mother Rachel 
(Helen Mirren), father Stephan 
(Tom Wilkinson) and fellow 
Mossad operative David Peretz 
(Ciaran Hinds), who were 
despatched to East Berlin in 1966 
to hunt down Nazi war criminal 
Dieter Vogel (Jesper Christensen).

aplomb, including a perfectly- 
timed escape from the doctor’s 
surgery. 

Screen chemistry between 
Chastain and Worthington sizzles 
and Mirren commands attention in 
later sequences. 

Christensen is mesmerising as the 
villain of the piece but there are a 
few plot holes, not least the 
remarkable sprightliness of Vogel 
in the latter sequences. 

We forgive Madden’s film the odd 
indiscretion because the 
characters don’t forgive 
themselves, haunted by Stephan’s 
assertion that, “Truth is a luxury. 
Some people have to put other 
things first.”

GARDENING 


A rose by any 
other name... 


RITER and 
broadcaster 
Edward Enfield 
may be best known for his 
entertaining observations 
on old age and travel and 
for being the father of 
comedian Harry Enfield, 
but he’s also an expert in 
the garden, particularly 
when it comes to roses. 

With 50 years of gardening 
experience under his belt in the 
garden of the house he has lived 
in throughout that time, set in 
three-quarters of an acre in West 
Sussex, he now shares some of his 
horticultural experiences in his 
latest book, Growing To A Ripe 
Old Age. 

For a while, he became 
obsessed with roses, he admits, 
joining the Royal National Rose 
Society (RNRS) and entering his 
roses in the Billingshurst Show. 

“Roses can become an 
obsession, a mania, a disease, and 
I caught it. Some of the madder 
members (of the RNRS) refer to

themselves by the fairly frightful 
sobriquet of ‘rosarians’, and while 
I never went as far as that, I went 
pretty far. 

“I got all the society’s books 
and used to sit up late into the 
night with catalogues of roses, 
planning and re-planning beds of 
different shapes with roses of 
different combinations to go in 
different parts of the garden.” 

He’s grown all manner of roses, 
from hybrid teas and floribundas 
to China roses, David Austin 
roses, shrub roses, ramblers and 
more, and has even tried growing 
roses from seed. 

“I am pleased to say that sanity 


has returned and we are now 
down to one excellent rose bed 
with a few other roses here and 
there,” he reflects. 

During his rose show days, he 
used to spray his prize roses to 
stop black spot and mildew, took 
action against greenfly and other 
aphids and would strip all but one 
bud from the leading shoots in the 
hope of obtaining one perfect 
bloom on each. 

These days, the former 
columnist for The Oldie is more 
relaxed about his roses. 

“My bed isn't colour co¬ 
ordinated. They’re just jumbled 
up. I’m very bad on colours. I 
tend to wear the wrong coloured 
pullover with the wrong trousers. 

“Anyway, I don’t believe that 
roses ever clash. So any mixed 
bed will look OK as long as you 
have the heights right, so 
obviously don’t put the short¬ 
growing ones in the middle, or 
they’ll disappear.” 

Today, he has one main rose 
bed comprising mainly hybrid 
teas, with the occasional David 
Austin thrown in, and another

smaller one in the vegetable patch 
which he uses for cutting. He 
grows around a dozen varieties 
but among his favourites is 
‘Sutter’s Gold’, a hybrid tea rose 
with deep yellow blooms with a 
pink flush. 

“It’s quite an old rose, but for 
all its failings, in that it doesn’t 
last very long in water, it has a 
wonderful scent, grows on lovely 
long stems and produces blooms 
of a perfect shape.” 

He thinks it's best to grow roses 
in one bed and to feed them three 
times - once in spring, another in 
summer and the third in autumn - 


and spray them against fungi and 
mildew once a fortnight 
throughout summer. 

“There are those who have a 
childlike faith in spraying 
greenfly with soap and water in 
the belief that this will drown 
them, which in my experience it 
doesn't. 

“You can choose a proprietary 
insecticide which boasts of its 
Green, organic and generally 
harmless properties, but I find 
these also to be harmless to the 
creatures they are meant to kill. 

“So I can only suggest that you 
look along the shelf in the garden 


centre and choose some poison 
which somehow persuades you 
that it might do the job.” 

Edward also takes care over 
pruning, although he recalls an 
experiment by one of the 
horticultural societies in which 
one lot of rose bushes were 
pruned lightly, another lot heavily 
and a third were hacked with a 
hedge cutter. 

“To the great surprise of one 
and all, those hacked off with the 
hedge cutter did the best,” he 
recalls, although he’s never been 
brave enough to do that to his own 
roses.
